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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' response filed on 5/23/201 1 amended independent claims 1 , 2 and 9, 
dependent claims 3-8, and added new dependent claims 19-25. Applicants' 
amendments in light of their arguments regarding the Ribeaud reference are persuasive 
and, therefore, the 35 USC 102 and 103 rejections over Ribeaud from the office action 
mailed on 1/21/201 1 are withdrawn. For the reasons stated below, claims 1-9 and 19- 
25 are in allowable condition. 

Examiners Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As evidenced by the prior art references of record, it is well known in the art to 
use antioxidants such as naphthylphenylamines and diphenylamines in lubricant 
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compositions. However, the lubricant compositions of Ribeaud disclose that a 
necessary component used in combination with the two antioxidants mentioned above 
includes a phenolic antioxidant compound. Since the claims as instantly recited use the 
transition phrase "consisting essentially of," the phenolic compound of Ribeaud cannot 
materially affect the basic and novel characteristics of the composition. In this case 
Ribeaud explicitly discloses that the phenolic compound is used to enhance the deposit 
control properties of the composition and would therefore materially affect the basic and 
novel characteristics of the composition. This argument is buttressed by applicants 
non-patent literature filing entitled "Aminic & Phenolic Antioxidants - Synergistic or 
Antagonistic" wherein it is evident that the PANA and DPA antioxidants have much 
better oxidation properties when a phenolic antioxidant is not present. 

Reyes-Gavilan (6,410,490) discloses lubricant compositions comprising a 
combination of antioxidants including PANA and diphenylamines. Reyes-Gavilan 
further discloses that a phenolic antioxidant is also a necessary component of the 
composition. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
